The Petition of the above-named 
Plaintiff shows as follows : ~— 


1.—The Plaintiff is a British Subject,

gulations for the Foreign Settlements 
of Shanghai aforesaid North of the 
Yangkingpang. 

3—The Pisintiff has been since the 
16:h day of January 1888, and still is, 
the registered proprietor of all that 
piece, or of land situated within 
the bon es of ground set apart for 
the location of Foreign Renters at 
Shanghai aforesaid and known and re- 
gistered in the books for the Rgistra- 
tion of Land kept at the United States 
Consulate -General at Shanghai afore- 
said as Lot Number 112, the Title Deed 
whereof is also numbered 112. 

4—The Plaintiff is desirous of in- 


8.—That the Defendants may be order- 
ed to pay the costs of this action 

4.—That the Plaintiff may have sach 
farther or other relief as this hooour- 
able Court may think fit. 

In anewer to the said Petition the

blic uses under Regulation V. of the 
Land Regulations of 1454, and can only 
be held by him subject to such uses. 

4.—The enclosure by a fence of the 
Northern portion of the said lot as pro- 
ree by the Plaintiff will seriously 
nterfere with if not totally prevent the 
exercise by the public of all public rights 
over the Northern portion of the let and 
the Defendants claim therefore that they 
were right in refusing to grant a permit 
for such fence.

by Mr. Waivewright, one of the 
most sbie lawyers who has ever been 
ent bere. But on that cocasion the 
court found that this land was subj ct 
fo this regulation, and the jadge, Sir 
Richard Rennie, farther granted an 
injunction to restrain the defendaut 
from continuing to break it. The case 
wee teken to the P.ivy Qonncil on 
Appeal, and there the jadgment of Sir 
BR chard Renvie was upheld. It is qarite 
trae that Piivy Oonneil said there was 
some vagueness in thie regalation, as 
no doubt tLere is, in the meaning of 
the ** public use ; ” bat it ia quite clear 
that they held the public bed a right to 
the besch ground to beach boais on and 
hed access to the river over this laud— 
from the land to the river and from 
the river over the land. If Mr, 
Browett fenoes in thie land then it 
will nut be acocesible.

I beg to report that while H. EB. Mr. Conger was in

Soochow and Hangchow. 
This matter was reported to the De- 
partment by Consul General Goodnow in his 


No.55 of February 16, 1898. The Department 
forwarded a copy of the despatch to Minister 
Conger at Pekin, who took the matter up with 
Mr. Goodnow and Mr. Jernigan and reported 
as follows: 

When Soochow and Hangchow were opened 
to foreign settlement, Jernigan sent up 


names of Americans to each place , and lots

were entered accordingly. Some of the 

persons whose names were thus used had been 
previously donsulted, but most of them would 
have consented to the use of their names had 


they been asked. Jernigan subsequently found 


purchasers for several of the lots and 
requested the persons in whose names they were 
entered to make the necessary transfers. All 
readily did so except Rev. J. R. Hykes, who 


paid the original government price and holds 
his lot yet. The Soochow lots thus taken 

by Jernigan paid him a profit of about 
$5,000. : 


At Hangchow the full government price 


had to be paid at the time of entry, and 
Wong Soong Dong, Compradore of the Consulate 


General at Shanghai advanced for the purpose 
$13,680.22. Jernigan says he borrowed the

money, but Wong Soong Dong says the money 
was advanced by him as an investment, and 
Jernigan purchased the lots in the names of 
the various persons for him (Wong) and was 
to receive a fee for his trouble, as in no 
other way could Wong obtain the lots. 
None of the Americans desired the lots at 
Hangchow, but the deeds were in their names 
ang the land paid for by the Compradore, who 
demanded the money or some kind of title 
to secure him. E.T.Williams, formerly inter- 
preter at Shanghai, says his own name was 
used, not because he wanted a lot, but merely > 
as an accommodation. 

Since Mr. Goodnow reported the matter 
to the Department, a trustee (W.S.Emmens) 
has been appointed and all parties interested 


except Mr. Hykes have deeded their holdings

Mr. Conger says Jernigan's promptness in the 
matter is commendable , Bo far-as procuring 
lots for Americans is concerned, but, he

a most valuable tract at Soochow has fallen 
into the hands of Jardine Matheson & Company 
a British firm, is disappointing. 

It appears that this despatch was 
merely acknowledged September 1, 1898. 

In a letter of July 8, 1899, Mr. 


Jernigan enclosed copy of his communication 
to Minister Conger in which he alleges: 

1. That before he arranged for the 
lots in Soochow he consulted the leading 
Americans, who were eager to secure lots.

The Chinese requested the 
money for them, and as Jernigan was not able 
to “see” all the owners he borrowed the 


money to pay for them from the Compradore

1 had 
the honor to receive from H.E.Liu,Vicerey of Nanking,a 
despatch stating that from information received, it weuld 
appear that in the open Ports,certain Chinese merchants 
get. fereign signbeards for 2 small consideration, and 
epen shops,pretending that they are fereign merchants, 
when in fact,they are unreliable,crafty people,planning 
te defraud the Revenue,making it difficult for the 
Officials te get at them. 

Such proceedings are not simply an injury te 
henorable government,they hurt also the good name of 
fereign ceuntries. 

Such practices should on no aceount be allowed 
te spread,but sheuld at ence be looked inte,and strietly 
forbidden, 

H.E. Parther asks me te communicate with the 
Censuls,se that the merchants ef their respect ive 
Nationalities may be inatvnstes net te hanker after such 


small censiderations,fer the sake of which,those shep- 


keepers are said te be their employees,-thus shielding

particularly to be affected by the new route to Chinay the 
inereasing market here] our competitors, and very briefly 
the products of China now being taken by us. 

In the comparison of routes I will note the three 
points most potent in the making of rates. It is also 
necessary to note the location of our principal competitogs 
in leading lines as regards present routes and the proposed 
route, There are two trade routes now from New York to 
China. In figuring distances I have used Shanghai as 
representing China as it does for ali practical purposes, ali 
the trade for Central and Northern China passing through 


this Port. By the Cape of Good Hope the distance from New 


York to Shanghai by full powered steam vessels is 14,540 
nautical miles; while sailing vessels must take from 16,010 
to 16,510 miles according to the season of the year. By 
this route the equator must be crossed twice, the whole 
breadth of the Indian Ocean with its damp heat, detrimental 
to Cargo, crew and oe ee be crossed, The storm 
regions of the Atlantic, Indian and pacific Oceans must be 
traversed. By this route Insurance must be high on account 
of the dangerous storms. Many Kinds of cargo are affected 
ig by the long cont inued heat. Few passengers take this trip. 
"Prom New York to Shanghai via Suez is 12,360 miles for 
steamers. Sailing vessels do not take this route. The 
expense of towage is prohibitive, as not only must each vessel 
be towed through the Suez Canal but aiso for more than 1300 
niles though the Red sea where the dangerous navigation makes 
: saijing out of the question. This route lies from Bast to

For distance, comfort and tesseniisencer the Canal 
route to China has strong advantages over the routes via 
Good Hope and Suez. These three advantages mean lessened 
cost of transportation.

| yet an actual route nor is Russia now a great manufacturing 
nation; but that railway will undoubtddly be an actuality 
before the Isthmian Canal can be completed and Russia is 
now mak ing gigantic and determined efforts to so stimulate

The Dutch oil especially has 
a great advantage in freight being produced within 3000 miles 
of Shanghai as against the American oil brought 16,000 miles, 
The saving of distance of 6000 miles on this product could 
produce no gsiight effect on the consumption of our oil here. 
for is this now any small business, In 1898, 42,335,950

| The most important single import we have is cotton 
piece goods, On this I quote that most fair and impartiel 
summary Of Trade for i896 made by the Statistical Secretary 
of the-¥, M. Customs. He says "Manchester can no longer 
compete with the United States in the importation of drilis, 
jeans and sheetings owing to the lower price at which the 
latter country can land this class of soods in China.. 
America does not yet compete with Great pritain in finer 
makes® We manufacture the finer makes, but the home market 
has been #0 great that our mill men have not been obliged 
to look for foreign trade, We are beginning to see a change 
in this respect. Not only are the imports of drills, jeans 
and sheetings i5% greater in the first nine months of 
1899 than in the corresponding period of 1898, but aiso 
American cottons of a lighter weight have made their appearance 
in this market and we are now beginning to reach gut after 
the trade of the Yangtse Vailey and Southern China, 

1 was somewhat astonished myself, having been brought 
up to believe that cotton spinning was necessarily done 
in ang about Lowell, to find that at least two-thirds (I 
may say 70%) of American cotton goods in this market are 
mandfiactured in the Southern States, in the region where 
the cotton is grown. The cotton manufacturgers of South 
Sareea, a dettor to Senator Metaur thn, say that cotton | 
anufacturing is the paramount manufacturing interest in 


that state and scarcely second to agriculture, New miiis 


are be ing started all over the state. 
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"A large number of these mills® the latter says "are making 


goods for the China trade, If by any chance this demand 


should be cut off the milis would be compelled to shut down 
or enter into direct competetion with the other mills which 
are making goods for the home consumption. You can at 

once see what the importance of the China trade ig to us. 

It is everything.The prosperity of the cotton mill business 
of South saroiina depends in our opinion upon the China 
trade. We believe that the expansion of this trade is the 
hope of the cotton mill industry in the South", These are 
true statements as regards South Carolina and equally true 
of other Southern States.The natural place to manufacture 
cotton is where the cotton grows. The coal is there - the 
labour is there, and ] believe that in the increase of mines 
and manufactures in the South is the solution of the labour 
and racial problems which have so long vexed that section 
and us all. If only our tranquility at home is to be considered 
we must Safeguard these interests. The conclusion then, if 
the statements of those South Carolina manufacturers are 
true, is not only the "open door®" in China or as President 
MeKiniley puts it "the maintenance of our vested interests 
and @n equal and untrammeled rightw with all others in all 
Ghina’; but also implies the shortest and best route for 
the manufactured product to this @ssentiai market. Not 
only are cotton goods to be brought here from the South 
but [Iron from Alabama and Baw cotton from Texas. Corn, 
wheat, flour, beer and the thousand minor manufactures of 
the Middle West will aléo find the natural water outlet by 
the Mississipi River, With an rsthmian Canal, New orleans 
is as near Shanghai as is Bngland, our great competitor 

in cotton goods} &nd as an American port is nearer here by 
500 miles than is New York. From New orleans, the growing

The raw product does not first 
have to travel away from the market to the manufacturer and 
then retrace its steps to reach the market, thus paying 

extra freight. No section of our country sesms to me so 
directly benefited by an Isthmian canal as igs the South. 

In 1898 China imported 10,000,000 taels worth of cotton 

goods from America, This year I think this importation 

will exceed 12,000,000 taels. And this tradd is only in 

its infancy. We are only now reaching Northern China. In 
1898 over 90% of our cotton goods imported were re-shipped 

for consumption into the torritorim about the Gulf of Ghihii. 


Tientsin, Bewchwang and Chefoo are our principal ports of 
oys 


entry of these deeds. We are furnishing the great buik of 


the cotton goods to only Chihlii, Shantung, Shingking and 


Mongolia. This trade is ours and we can hold it, provided 
these ports are kept open and no difcriminations are enforced 
against us. But when that is all said it is very little 
of the trade with China. The enormous demand of the Yangtse 
valley and Southern China is still a terra ingognita to us. 
We are apt to foliow the lead of our Bnglish cousins and 
speak of the Yangtse Valley as the important part of Ohina. 
It ig not s0, at least to us, and at the present. In the 
future it may be different. Increasing capacity to manufacture 
cotton goods at. home may force our mill men to cater to 
this inexhauaté le market for light weight goods. With 
a fair Ata and no favor in thisg country and with a shorter 
and gafe route for these products to this coast, I see no 
reason why we can not establish the same predominance in the 
cotton goods trade in Central and Southern China that we 
have now in the North. 

I do not want to be understood that aetnoues and 
cotton goods are the only commodities which we need to 
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Qur imports of flour, ginseng and beer are large and 
increasing, Tobacco was imported in 1896 to the amount of 
go4d $5309096.70 as valued for importation. This is all 
Virginia tobacco now coming by the way of Suez} and the 
brace is rapidly increasing and tobacco is one of the 
imports most Likely to injury by the damp heat of the Red 
Sea and the Indian ocean. 

The uses of iron are yet to be made known in China.

| appreciate the fact that our iron works at home are now 
working overtime to supply the home demand, This market, 
stili, is worthy of study. One can haiidly grasp the immensity 
of the demand which is cértain to come for railway material 
for this country, which i¢ as large in area as the United 


States but only now having about 300 miles of railway in 
operation. That these lines pay largely, as they do, wili 


soon bring about more railway building in spite of Chinese 
conservatism. We have supplied iargely the material up 

to the present time, whenever the pattern of rail was such 
and the amount large enough to warrant our manufacturers in 
compet ing « The allvwater route from New orleans to this 
demand would certainly result in an immense increase of 
mining of iron and manufacturing of ite products in 

\labama and Georgia. 

T will not take your time to speak of the multitude o 
of minor manufactures such as bicycles, carriages, sewing 
machines, clocks &Cy &e} manufactured along the Bastern Coast 
of the United States which would certainly benefit by a 
cheaper rate to this coast. I will only say that the I. M. 
Customs credits the United States with imports into Shanghai 
in. aa to the ware of taels 16,057,183. To the best of 
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my beaier after careful investigation, the Customs does 
not give us credit for more than three fifths of our imports. 

y system of tabulation (for which the local officialsg 

oral Secretari@{ are not to blame) minimizes our 
trade with China as reported by the Customs; Hongkong and 
British America x,eaping most of the benefit of our losses. 
grant, a6 you must, that our imports into Shanghai agpogated 
U, 8. Gold $20; 000, 000, in 1898. It appears to me that 
the increase in 1899 will be 20%. Is not this a trahe worth 
cultivating and safeguarding? Certainly its rate of increase 
and ite apparent possibilities for the fubure are most 
encouraging. 

The largest exports from China to the United States 


are silk, skins and tea; the two latter of which deteriorate 
materially in the passage in the hot latitudes. From this 
port alone in 1898, we exported to the United States goods 
66 the amount ef over $5,000,000 Gold. 

There is no doubt in my mind as to the advisability 
of building this canal to bring our trade into the Pacific 
Ocean in the cheapest way. I want you to study the map with 


me Tor a moment to see how the Pacific seems the only outlet 


to foreign trade in which we can not be hindered. Note how 
the Atlantic and Indian Oceans are held and fortified by 


the strong nat ions: fo» every route bristies with fortresses. 


Por centuries Sareoiien nations have been travelling over 
these routes and using every device to make these water-ways 
their own. Since the United States became a nation, our 
people have been buay developing our own country and have © 
had neither leisure nor need to look for foreign trade. Now 
our public land is taken up: our young men are looking 
for new fields of enterprise: our manufacturéee, wi sely 
fostered, can more than supply the home market, They mst 
Look abroad for new demands.

FP vesterday our Telegraph office received the Bdict of 
the 24th. The scholars and merchants from ail the 
provinces residing in Shanghai were greatly amazed by 
it and the streets are full of discussions and we 
feel we must petition the princes and Ministers to 
be just and loyal and in behalf of the Nation to 
¢=plore the Emperor notwithstanding his iliness to 
continue to rule and not to think of abdicating the 
Throne. In this way on the one hand he will save the 
Empress Dowager from the difficulty of havinre to rule 
a distracted country and on the other he will comfort 
our departed ancestors and give peace to the people.” 

This was signed by King Luen Shan Director of the 


Telegraph and 1251 others As a consequence of this 


telegram King luen Shan has heen removed from his 
office as Director of the Telegraph by the authorities 


at peking, and is now in hiding to avoid arrest.

He is one of the Secretaries of 
Hi. &, Sheng, Director Gen eral of Railways who is 
now in Peking and who had communicated to his Secretries 
in Shanghai, all of whom are American educated) that 
the Empress Dowager is very furious at the telegram 
from Shanghai which I quote to you first above. That 
Kang Yi, who has lately been through the Empire getting 
more money for Peking, has deciared that for the 
present unrest and for the seferal protestations which 
have been sent to Peking against the deposition of 
Kaang Hsu, the foreign educated Chinese are entirely 


repponsibie and that these are all traitors meriting 


death, Sheng therefore ordered his own Secretaries 


to remain in the settlement of Shanghai where they 
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cannot be arrested and to keep entirely out of siszht 


and public notice.

I was received by both with every propriety; was feasted 


by H, &. liu Kun-yi, and H, B. Lu Ch'uan-lin returned 


my call at daylight, which is the peeueabinones

While in Nanking I arranged three matters relative 
to American interests, 

You will recall from my previous despatches that 
at the time of the Settlement Extension in May last, it 
was agreed to by the Chinese that foreigners should be 
riven title deeds in Pao Shan, which district lies between 
Shanghai and Woosung, and from which foreigners have 
heretofore been excluded. The town is bound to grow in 
that direction and several American missionaties and 
business men have gotten land in that district holding 
it in the name of Chinese. Although the promise was 
given us & year aro that we should have foreign title 
deeds, difficulties nigf/beon found to do so without 
obtaining the Imperiai sanction. In Nanking, the 
Viceroy wired for the Imperiai Sanction which has now 
been obtained and the matter is accomplished; 4 much

Sometime ago I got the Wading men of the two 
Missions together when they made an agreement that they 
would leave the whole matter to the decision of the Chinese 
Prefect in wan Chang, as the dispute rested on the 
interpretation of Chinese tikle deeds, The French 
Consul-General ,I am told, at once wrote the Governor 

of Kiangs! that the latter must at once instruct the 
Prefect of Nan Chang to give the decision in favor of the 
Lazarést Preres. I told H. EB. the Viceroy in Nanking, 
that we could not allow the vested iinterests of an 
American Association to be decided in this high handed 
manner; that we could not now leave it to the prefect 

of Yan Chang; that we would be willing to abide by the

I note that since Jan, 1st, 1899 no dispatches 
from the Consul at Chefoo to the Departrert of State have 
gone through this office. I also note from your replies 
to the Consul at Chefoo that he has sent dispatches to 
the Department; but have no means of knowing how they 
have been sent. 

Col. Denby, as Minister, ordered the Consuls at 
Chefoo, Tientsin and Newchwang to correspond direct 
with the tection. There was some reason for this as 
time would be lost by sending correspondence from those 


Consulates to the Legation through the Consulate-Ganeral.

In no other way can I keep any track of the general 


hisiness Of the Consulates in China. It has apparently 


heen the intention of the Department that the Consul- 
Seneral should have supervisory power; not mandatory, 
but advisory. I can know nothing of the Northern Consulates 
if the Consul is aliowed to correspond direct with the 
Minister and the Department of State. 

If a Consul is allowed to correspond direct with 
the Legation and tne Department, any influence which 
a Consul-General might have otherwise had over him, will 
be destroyed. As an exampie of this I need only relate 
the facts of my visit to Chefoo last year. On going 
North to Tientsin my boat lay in the harbour of Chefoo 
all day; the Consul knww I was on board; he did not call 
on me nor take any notice of my presence. On returning 
I arrived at Chefoo on Priday evening; the Consul made 
no calif of any kind upon me until Monday afternoon. He 


offered me no social courtesy of any kind. I feit this 


the more keenly hecau pes at every other consulate and 


at the Legation I was treated with every official and 
personal courtesy. I went to the Consulate on Saturday 
to carry out the inspection as you ordered. The Consul 


refused to believe that JI had any right or instructions 


to inspect his Consulate as he was sure that he would 
neve” been notified from Washington before hand had any 
inspection been intended. It was oniy after I read him 
your written instructions and made a formal demand on 
him that WWet I was allowed to inspect the-books; and 


while I was carrying on the inspection, the Consul 


interposed constant verbal objections.

As Chefoo is the summer resort for Shanghai, the 
constant, criticism of every member of the staff of the 
Consulate-General by the Consul at Chefoo is very 
disagreeabie and hurtful to this office. 

IT had Roped to escape the necessity of stating these 
facts to you and only do so at this time in order that 
you may fully appreciate the effect of the fact that 
the Consul at Chefoo is allowed to correspond directly 
with the Legation and with the Department of State and 
the lessening of the dignity and influence of the Consui- 
General caused thereby. I beg to assure you that the 
Consul at Chefoo has always had and will continue to 
have the most courteous official treatment from this 


office. 


I would again ask that for the good of the service 


and the harmonious working of the Consular force in 
China that the Consul at Chefoo be instructed to 
regularly follow the provisions of Par.

Thy have 
a'so—I don’t know whether it is denied 


—a common seal, They hold land 


practically in prepetaity aud it is 
vested in them, This is the only poiat 
I wish to make for the purpose of this 
discussion that the present defendan's 
may be regarded as @ corporation and 
should be dealt with as poesessive of 
such powers of discretion as would be- 
long to a Municipal Corporation cons- 
titated under American law aid with 
such discretions as might reasovably 
be held by @ corporation. I: ite o>r- 
porate capacity the Council ie entrusted 
with the ry goer of Pee ye 
property. A part | municipal 
properpty is the electric plant for 
the supply of electricity, and I have 
put forth in the anewer the terms 
on which that electric plant  be- 
came the y of tie C mocil, 
1 may jast refer to the circumstances 
es set ont in the report for the year 
ending Slat of Deceraber 1893. The 
circumstances there are clearly defined. 
The Council was by resolution authorise. 
ed toenter into negotiations with the 
then existing y for the par- 
chase of the concern. They did enter 
into and the C ancil 
fiading they were able to purchase the 
property announesd the fact at « 
spc'al meeting of ratepayers held on 
the 7:h of June, There a resola- 


charged with the daty of lightiog 
the public streets and bere also they 
bave a distinct dieoretion. They caa 
light the street either with ge or 
electricity or if they think it oon. 
dacive to the interests of the rate. 
peyers they oan resort to the use of 
oil. Ina regard to the roada they oan if 
they choose as I said before close them, 
euhject of course to the wishes or 
demande of the ratepayers as expres :ed 
et their next general meetiog who 
might tell them then that they 
resented too mach interference with 
the traffis or that they preferred 
the use of some particalar kind 
of illuminant to that in ave at the time. 
I am now b-ought to what is the next 
point [ wish to deal with and that is 
the responsibility of the Ovansocil in 
these matters of minoagemnt to the 
general body of the ratepayers. That 
is a point which might easily bs la- 
boured, buat I shall endeav ar to deal 
with it as shortly as prsesibl-, bat as it 
appears to be the oardivel poist in this 
case it will be nrcrasary that I should 
to some extent refer your H soars 
to the views which bave been expressed 
by various p*rsous who have travelled 
in various countries with regard to 
municips! government. The fact bas 
to bs admitted that in some Harop a 
countries and in America sume dif- 
ferent views have prevailed with re- 
gerd to what should be the sphere of 
municipal activity, bat sertaioly ia 
Bogland and so far as the Ovatineat 
is ooucerned [ think I may certainly 
sav in Germany and France, the 

of Mansicipal goverament bas 
no doubt been that the authority with 
regard t) parely local matters should 


b+ veated in a central body elected by 
the cemmapity aod reepunsible to the 
community for the way in which it 
discharges ite daties, I shall not enter 
bere into the exact amount of reepon-: 
sibility which atteches in different 
cases scoording to diff-rent views, buat 
will only say in tega:d to that reupon- 
sibi ity that the O..ancil in the exercise 
of their powers of mansgement are 
reeponeible to the ratepayers sione. 
There was a meeting of the ratepayers 
in the month of March subs qaent to 
the refasal of the Cou: oil to supply the 
corrent, at which the present plaiotf 
had he been so minded could have 
brought op the question and obtaiaed the 
views of the ratepsyers on the sabj-ct, 
At that time it was sabs+qaent to the 
notification and even without calling 
evidence I thivk I shall be allowed to 
say sobs qaent not only to the notifics- 
tion but subs qaent to dealings between 
the Ooancil and the plaintiff The 
plaintiff certainly knew all the ciroum- 
stances of that rule by which the 
current was to be rcfased to all persons 
pot installed by the Ovu cil and 
might bave raised the whole question 
at the meeting. Now with regard tu 
the exercise by the Ovuneil of their 
discretion in thie particular case, | 
don’t think it will be suggested for a 
moment that he has been dealt with in 
any way in the natare of partiality, or 


improperly or that any hardship hed 
been inflicted apon him as distinc: from 


other persons. I don’t think that osm 
be put forward fora moment I thiok 
the pleintiff bes been dealt with ic 
this case in the same way as other 
ratepsyers. In the absence of evidence 
on either side I cannod very well refer 
to that sepect, bat I think it is 
clear, and it has not bern suggested that 
the plaintiff bas te»n the subject of 
apy kind of partial treatment. Now 
coming to the question again which it 
seems must be more fully dealt with, I 
mean the spheres of municipal activity, 
of course the Council has this mansge- 
ment of the streets and thie power to 
light. Bat it is no doubt a matter for 
ergument, or might be, whether they 
ought to have such powers as the 
aronky carrying on this electric light 
ness. The qoestion does not | 
think really arise in this case, bat I 
think it is impossible to avoid the idea 
and it may possibly inflaence some of 
Your Honours’ consideration. I mean 
whether the power of carrying on the 
electric light business for the benefit of 
the community is one which ought 
perly to be exercised under Manicipal 
control or should properly be left 
entirely to and 
therefore whether in the case 
there is not vanes in the nature 
of a hardship inf upon priva‘e 
enterprise that this Oourt might 
find a remedy for, The power of 
eupplying water, light and tramways

of etreet railways. I have here a littic 
book not exectly an authority, but 
written by De. Albert Shaw, an 
American student «f these matters, 
who hes visited various countries 
for the purpose of studying theories 
in Manicipal ment. He baa 
witneesed the Manisipal government 
of Great Britain and Oontinental 
Earope and has meade a special study 
and exemiostion of several of the 
great Manicipalities. He also speaks 
generally on the subject of manicipal 
activit 


Mr, MoNeilt continuirg said :—Dr, 
Shaw at page 195, following, 
at pages 199 and 206, fally recognises 
that all different kiode of maunicirz.! 
activity, whether a business carried on 
for the benefit of the community in 

of their interests or a basi- 
nesa which resulted in a profit, such 
profit should go towards the reduction 


of Glaegow adda the supply of model 
dwellings (p- 108), of pablio lodging 
houses (p.. 105), the supply of public 
laundries (p. 110), and @ variety 
of other of industry too 
numerous to _—, I em _ bound 
say Mr, w expresses some 
joabte whether all these branches of 
industry from the point of view of 
political ecomomy ought fairly to he 
carried on by the municipality, He 
dovbte, for exemple, whether a maunici- 
pality should engage in washing linen, 
However the fact is that at the present 
moment the municipality of Glasgow is 
carrying on the business of washing 
clothes for the community — —- 
coming into competition wi va 
par The manicipality of Man. 
chester is also dealt with here and 
carries on much the same works, 
Manchester bas a water supply (p 151) 
and public gas works (p. 154) and has 
hed for a longer time than any other 
city gee works, having established 
them in 1807 in the very early days of 


lighting and a considerable proit was 


derived ag the reanlt of last year's 
operitions, amounting after all expenses 
had been paid to over $400,000, gold. 
Manchester also owns markets (p. 156) 
and street railways (p. 157). I will 
read a brief paragraph from his re- 
marke on pege 157 which appears to 
be important at this point: “It is the 
unanimous sentiment among citiz ns of 
Manchester that no private company 
should be allowed on any pretext to 
occupy with its wires, pipes or raile any 
position of the pablic thoroughfares. " 
The same ie true of Birmingham 
and other large centres of population 
and commerce, In referring to thia 
book and these various branches of 
municipal activity 1 do not expect 
it will enter your minds that I wish to 
pot forth that in Shanghai any attempt 
is «expected in the natare of carrying on 
such businesses as I have enumerated, 
The real point of the whole of these 
works being controlled by the Manici- 
pality, is that if a number of

in the bands of the Monicipality the 
ratepayers can come before the com- 
mittee or Council and oriticise their 
actions. The Manicipality controlling 
these matters is placed in a strong 
position because they ncessarily have 
the control of the roads and to some 
extent is able fo interfere with private 
competition, and to that ex'ent the - 
Manicipality is placed in a d flerent 


position to that which would be oo- 


cupied by a company or private person, 
and as 1 said to sume extent checks 
competition. But it must be remem- 
bered that it ie limited to that extent. 
Ifa person chooses in bia garden t» 
dig a well, and drawe his owoa water 
supply from it, I apprehend that any 
Municipality which was charged with 
the supply of water would have no 


~Teason to object, but if that man sought 


to pump water from his well, and take 
it through the estiests to supply other 
persons, and charge for it, then the 
Municipality ie io a position to say 
**No,” end so far check competition 
and retain the management of the 
business in their own hands, 

The President: D» I understand 
that the plaintiff in this case sought to 
conduct wires across the street or on 
the street ? 


Mr. MeoNeill: No; what he asked 


‘was that the Mauicipality should 


supply him with electricity to an 
installation of his own, The reason 
why I have gone ioto this question of 
municipal control over these matters is 
simply for the purpose of starting 
fairly with the general principle that 
municipal control of these matters is 
right and proper and if municipal 
control existe at all I shall proceed to 
say that municipal contro! involves 
the meking of euch a rule as 
the prsent. Potting it in another 
way, and calling it manicipal trading 
then if the Manicipality ie properly 
entitled to carry on a trade 
of this kiod why should it be 
hampered in its trade? The Ovuaueil 
as the proper authority fairly made this 
rule and the plaintiff is not entitled to 
the supply he aske for. I shall not 
labour therefore ou the qaestion of the 
right of persone having full control 
of the manicipal busiuess to make 
sach rules as a private person having 
the control of a a exercisiog 
some business of his own could 
make. The qrestion has freq ientiy 
arisen with reyard to gas companies, 
whether they are entitled or not to oat 
off gas, because they were the only 
people who supplied gas bat the rule 
has been taken in these qaestions that 
the Municipality is not plecsd ia a 
different tion from that of a private 
trader. There is only one more matter

Honours’ minds most of all, and that 
ie, supposing for a moment that they

Council has fall control over thie 
branch of Manicipal business and bas 
power to make rales, and has made 
thie role, only to eupply electricity 
from their own inetallationa, ie that a 
fair and rearonable rale to make uod-r 
the circumstances? They have that 
om trol and have the rig!t to make 
what rales they please, ovat very 
possib'y nothing has been shown as to 
the reasons which may appear for the 
mekivg of thia particular rule, The 
fact is that io Earopean countries, and 
certainly in Hogiand, the practice is 
that the current ia often; supplied, 
though the installation may be fitted 
by private firm. That I admit at once. 
It ia also, however, the fact that the 
supplying of current to these installa- 
tions 18 eabj ct to very carefal inspec- 
tion and tne installations are more- 
over eatj ct to the most rigorou: 
ipepection and only pat op by firms of 
recognised astending. There are a 
pomber of fims who make it their 
business to supply installations and 
there ie no donbt the keenest competi- 
tion amorget them to make their 
inetallations as good as possible to 
obtain farther business. Bat there 

a great diffrence  certaiuly 
between the present tate of 
thinge in EKogiand and the state of 
things here, Whereas, installations 
may in many crwes be fittd by private 
persons at home, here they are fi td 
by the Man‘c pality, and what I wish 
to say is that the eaf:goards which 
exist at home in these cases it mast 
be apparent do not exist here, and the 
present rule is one entirely adapted to 
the circumstances of this commanity. 
There are a very limited namber- of 
persons here who are competent to fic 
installations at all; and there ie no 
pe'son here who is capable of filliog the 
responsible post of an independent 
inspector, 

Wilkioson : I beg your pardon, 
Several gentlemen have been appoiated 
by the Fire Iosurance Association

Mr. McNeill: It is quite clear that 
the Council themselves cannot fill such 
® position, and cannot possibly be 
expected to take upon themeelves euch

lations and so long as the Ovancil 
continue to manage this basioes: they 
cannot fairly assume the responsibility 
of independently inspecting other 
pereons’ installations, A-other reason 
why thie rule is adapted to the present 
ciroumset.nces ie thie, and a considera. 
tion which governs the Qvaucil ia thie 
matter. It: felt, and I believe rightly 
felt, that, the commanity which antho- 
rised the purchase of this plant expeote 
that at avy moment if a demand is

plisnces to do so. This stock is re. 
newed from time to time and there has 
also to be considered charges for 
interest thereon, warehouse charges and 
the like. I should jast like to men. 
tion the matter of the danger which 
attends an improper iostallation. W ith. 
out giviog names, I may mention that 
an installation wae fited here by a 
person apert from the Ooarcil, and 
when it came to be esamined it dis.

Mr, H. P. Wiikineon said: My 
learned friexd Mr. McNeill has taken 
op mach time in showiog what might 
have been the powers of the Oouncil 
of Shanghai, bat this Court has got 
to deal with what are the powers of 
the Mancipality of Shanghai in this 
regerd and on that I ll ebortly 
address you. When it is stated that 
the Municipality of Shanghai is a 
corporation I at once agree to it. 
thioge mach 
in mapy 
with 
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houses and buildings for Manicipal 
purposes; paying the persone nr c1s- 
sarily employed in any Manicipal 
office or capacity and for raising money 
when . by way of loan or 
otherwise for any of the purposes 
aforesaid.” Then it goes on to say 
it ehall be competent at a public meet- 
ing of ratepayers to impose and levy 
rates and issue licenses for the par- 
poses mentioned in the Byelaws and 
to declare an assessment in the form 
of a rate to be made on the said laod 
or buildings. Then as regarde Byelaws, 
under Regalation II, it is stated that 
the QOouncil shall have power and 
authority from time to time to make 
Byelawe for the better enabling them 
to carry out the object of these Re- 
gulatione in certain specific ways. I 
quote that for the moment because 
what ie called a Manicipal Notification 
must be either considered as a Byelaw 
under Section II or as a direction to 
the officers of the Council in the exer. 
cise of their functions as purely office 
work, and also obviously not a byelaw. 
What a Manicipal Notification really 
is ie an expression of the opinion of the 
Ooancil that they will exercise and 
carry on a trade in a certain way, but 
as regards the supply of electricity to 
houses that Manicipal Notification has 
no absolate meaning, except to say 
that it is their opinion as to how they 
should carry on their trade, When 
we look through the Council's powers, 
and consider the discretion the pub- 
lic have given them, we fiod it is 
distinotly limited in a number of cages. 
Whether they have an ioterfering 
power over private enterprise or not 
I will refer you tothe Byelaws and 
Regulations and you will see that such 
power is not given them as they 
allege, and it ie therefore hardly 
necessary for nie to point oat that it 
is under the Byelaws and Regulations 
thet this case must be jadged. 
It ia true they have supreme control of 
the roads as surveyors of bighways 
bat their powers are limited to those 
surveyors of highways usually exercise, 
So by the Land lations and Bye- 
laws the Oouncil have not got the 
right to exercise that monopoly ia 
trade in respect to installations. 
f we look at the pleadings themselves 
we see they do not get any such power 
from s meeting of ratepayers. I have 
read the Regu'ation stating the only 
way in which the Ooancil can 
in the matter of a byelaw and there. 
fore I say this Municipal Notification 
is absolately void. With regard to the 
purchase of this plant itis a well- 
xnown term of law that a man can 
only buy what another man bas to sell, 
The New Shanghai Electric Company, 
Limited, were carrying on the business 
of lighting th and private 
houses in opposition to the Shanghai 


Gas Oompany. They had no monopoly 


as regerde installations or eleetric 
lighting. They had no grant from the 
Council or any higher power than the 
Council ; the Oouncil had not even the 
monopoly of lighting the public 
streets. The Oouncil at the present 
moment were trading in opposition to 
the Ges Company in the matter of 
street lightiog. They were actually 
not strong enough to undertake the 
duty of public lighting of the streets 
and yet they interfered in the most 
unnecessary manner with the pri- 
vate enterprise of other 

As I have eaid they don't even 
exercise a monopoly of public street 
lighting, but as my learned friend 
seems to edmit, in order not to lose 
money they prevent anyone else put- 
ting in installations to houses. The 
terms of the epecial resolation of the 
Ratepayers empowering the Oouncil to 
purchase the plant of the old Company 
and to carry on the business for public 
and private lighting did not confer a 
monopoly in any sense. Another reason 
given by my learned friend that the 
Oouncil should exercise this 

is that they could not be inspectors 
installations. I don’t suppose he mea 
that there sre no persons capable of 
doing it. Well, of course as regards 
that we could call evidence. Then we 
have the interesting story as regards 
what might bave happened if some 
wicked person's installation had not 
been seen by someone or other. There 
is an equally interesting story in regard 
to one of the Manicipality’s own in- 
staliations, which when tarned on at 
one of the principal clubs in Shanghai 
absolutely refused to work at all. 

The President : That is not fair, br- 
cause Mr. McNeill mentioned nobody’s 
neme.

JUDGMENT, 


Jadgment wae delivered on 15th 
May in the following terms : — 


Ion this case it is affirmed and admit. 
ted that the Counci! hae adopted a rule 
that it will not supp'y electric light for 

ivete use except in connection with 

netallations effzoted by the Oouncil. It 
is also affirmed and admitted that the 
plaintiff requested in writing that the 
Manicipal acil light mains be con- 
nected with a plant and fittings in- 
stalled by plaintiff in his house No, 
14, Oanton Road, which request the 
Council refused under the above- 
mentioned rule. The plaintiff denies 
that the Council has the right to make 


this rule, and to apply it to this speci, 
installation; while the Council maintains 
ite right to make sach general rule and 
to apply it to each specific case, The 
plaintiff aske a decision and an injano. 
tion against the Council on both points. 
ps the defendant asks this court to 
y: 

It is shown that the Oounoil in 1893 
purchased the property of the New 
Shanghai Blectric Oompany. This 
Company never had any erolusive 
rights; and it therefore cannot be 
claimed that any exclasive rights were 
bought from it, 

Nothiog is found in the Land Re. 

lations and Bylaws giviog the 

neil any monopoly suppl ying 
light, except so fer as lighting the 
streets ia made its exclasive duty. 

It has not been shown to the satis. 
facticn of this court that public safety 
demands that the Oouncil shall have a 
monopoly of electric installation. 

Undoubtedly danger of fire follows 
improper electric installation. This 
can be guarded against by Se a of 
each installation, without Dg on 
the rights of the individaal in private 
i ap The duty of providing for 

inspection for the public safety 
must fall on the Oounoil as represent- 
ing the public. If the city can obtain 
proper persons to inspect its own 
installations, these same persons mast 
be able to prop>rly inepect installations 
made by ite citiz :ns. 

Wherefore injanction is granted as 
asked for in paragrapbe one aod two 
of plaiotiff's prayer and the defendsut 
ie hereby ordered to pay the court 
costs in this case,

General at Shanghai,Mr.Wilcex wrete me that he theught it 
best te present the matter te yeu fer yeur kindly censideratien, 
and that in the hepe that in cenjunction with the French 
Censul-General a very treubleseme and rather serieus affair 
may be quietly settled. Mr.Wilcex requests me te give yeu

Shortly afterwards the thief was discevered whe 
eenfessed,and directed te where the stelen articles could 
be feund. The Lamp was traced te a “Yamen runner's" home. 

This man cenfessed beth te having beught the Lamp, and 
de ing waauia by buying frem a thief. He returned the Lamp 
witheut pay,and apelegized in Chinese fashion by firing eff 
some firecrackers. The Deor was traced te the heme ef a 
man by the name ef Chen,who subsequently proved te be a 
member ef the Cathelic Chureh,altheugh at this time nething 
ef the kind was suspected, This man returned the Deer, 
compelling eur native paster te pay 130 eash fer it,although 
the thief declared he seld it te him fer but [00 cash, 

The Ti=pae ef the place was present and asked the man 
Chen te settle the matter as is the custem among Chinese, 
by firine eff seme firecrackers,by way of apology,fer in 
Chinese Law,the man whe buys stelen property is counted 
guilty with the Thief. This hewever,he refused to do,even 
altheugh the Tipae went en the street and beught the 
firecrackers and placed them in his hands. He answered by 


threwing them frem him in a rage. Being unable te settle 


the matter the Tipae left, Our native paster thereupen 


detained the man,~-all were inside eur Chureh building,- 


@nd was writing a letter te the magistrate stating the case,

when there entered eur Church property several men whe 
immediately began te make a disturbance,talking in a very 
leud veice,and saying they were members ef the Cathelic 
Churech,and demanded the release of the man Chen, Our pastor 
politely requested the men te ge out,and net cause a 
disturbance in his Chureh. He was answered by these men 
vilely cursing him te his face,threatening him and continuing 
the disturbance. Seme ef our members whe were present, 
thereupen teek held ef them and put them eut ef the house, 
They resisted being put out,and in Chinese fashion, 

took hold of each others queus,and I presume for a few 
minutes things were rather lively. All testimony on both 
sides.so far agrees. The Catholics insist that one of 
thedr number was knocked down and kicked. Our people insist 


that none was kicked. I have personally examined outsiders 


who declare that ro min was kicked,nor even struck with 


the hand,as far as they could see,and they were there

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through the entire disturbance, At the beginning of the 
disturbance our pastor locked the door of his house to 


protect his family,and slipped out by a back door,to ask 


the magistrate to come and protect his family,and our 


Church property from the rioters, The Magistrate did come

bringing some soldiers with him,but when he arrived found 


everything quiet. fhe trouble only lasted a very short 


time. Our members knowing that their pastor had gone for 
the magistrate detained these men,and the magistrate on 
the request of our pastor took them back with him to his 


Yamen. And here Mr.Goodnow “hangs 2 tale",and the 


beginning of all our trouble, When the magistrate reached 
his Yamen he discovered that the men were Catholics as they 
professed. Afraid to try them himself,he sent them to the 
foreign priest who resides in the City. The priest immediately 
came to the Yamen,exceedingly enraged,and demanded that an 
equal number of our members be arrested with his, declaring 
that one of his members had been brutally kicked.etc. 

The magistrate refused to do so,saying these men had 
no right to enter our property,creating a disturbance and 


reviling our pastor,~all of which he had ample evidence to 
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prove had been done. He also added that our members should 


not have beaten this man,but as both sides were both right 
and wrong,he did not wish to take the responsibility of 
deciding it; neither of arresting our members. The priest 


however, was incessant in his demands that ous members be 


arrested and punished. In his desperation the magistrate

left the City and went to Nganking,the Capital of the 
Province,to consult the Secretary of Foreign Affairs. 
It was at this stage of the proceedings that word 
reached me here at Kiukiang,concerning the trouble,so I 
immediately left for Seo Sung by quick journey,arriving 


there to find that the magistrate had left the City,and 


that the time of his return was uncertain. Thinking ,

however that an interview with the priest might divulge 


some method of settlement I called to see him,had a very

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pleasant conversation over the affair with two priests 
whom I found there: but I was sorry to find thet they were 
as thoroughly convineed that they had suffered the wrong 
that mothing would satisfy them but the punishment of our 
members, They added that less than that would cause them 
to lose *face* before the Community,and they would not 
submit to that. I despaired of settlement,but before I 
left I promised them to again thoroughly investigate the 
matter in the light of what they had told me. They were 
frank to tell me that as I spoke very little Chinese it 


was impossible for me to understand the case as they could. 


I humbly told them that 1 had my Interpreter with me, 


@n exceptional young man who had been educated in Germany, 


J.G.--6-- 
spoke English weil, and was born in that Province. Besides 
which,I had taken with me my Chinese teacher who was a man 
of honorable degree,and that | was convinced my means for 
discovering the facts in the case were ample. 

I accordingly,again very carefully investigated the 
ease,calling in outsiders,who belong to neither Church, and 
discovered what I have already stated, Next day I sent the 
priest an invitation to return my.visit,and have another 
talk about the matter.and endeavor to reach a settlement. 

He refused to do so, I enclose you a copy of the 
letter I sent him,for the magistrate told me that the priest 
told him the reason he would not meet me was because I had 
sent him an insulting letter, The enclosed is an accurate 
copy,word for word,taken at the time,from which you may 
judge for yourself. Being unable to settle anything I left 
for Kiukiang,leaving 2 letter for the magistrate,stat ing 
what I had done. I requested that he do not arrest our 
members; but if he did proceed to trial to kindly notify 
me,and I would guarantee the presence of my members at the 
trial, I further stated that if he would let the matter 
rest as it was I would not prefer any charges against the 


Catholies; but if they insisted upon trial,to know that l 


- would do so,on the following counts, -viz.:-

I-For buying stolen property belonging to our Church: 2-For 
deliberately entering property belonging to the American 
Methodist Episcopal Church,causing a disturbance,and vilely 
cursing our native pastor, 

A little over a week 2go I received a letter from the 
magistrate requesting me to leave all my other business, 
and come to Seo Sung,for he was going to have the trial on 
the I6th, of the present month. I! enclose you a copy of 
his letter also. Although quite ill,1I at once started for 
the place, tak ing with me Rev. J.¥F.Newman,of our College here, 
and also an experienced Chinese teacher. For five days we 
tramped through rain and mud,the like of which beggars 
description, Our Chair-bearers gave completely out,and we 
had to walk more than half of the way. We were mud from 
head to foot,and wet to the skin with the rain. When we 
arrived at Seo Sung the priest absolutely refused to see 
us,or have anything to do with us ! The magistrate on two 
occasions went and implored him to meet us,in the hope of 
& settlement of the trouble without the formality of a 
trial, but he refused saying his Bishop in Shanghai had 


Ordered him not to meet us, It seems to us incredible, but 


I mention it to show what kind of man wé have to deal with

in this matter,that would not cross the street to see us, 


after coming through such weather and distance, This was 

the man that day after day besieged the Magistrate's Yamen 
demanding a trial,but when we arrived scorned to see us, 

and made the Official believe that we were beneath his notice, 

Pailing in any settlement with the priest we reminded 
the magistrate that we were there on his invitation to 
deliver our members to him for trial that evening,and that 
we had them all ready for appearance; and that we felt we 
had the right to demand the trial,after our coming so far, 
through such awful weather on his own summons. He told us 
plainly that he would be glad to have the trial,that evening, 
but that he did not dare to arrest or summons the Catholic 
members without the priest's consent,and therefore would 
have to deny the trial. While telling us how the priest 
had niaewee and persecuted him,he broke down and cried, 

He told us also,that the priest entered his Yamen and 
compelled him to give him every letter I had sent him,as 
Magistrate ! Is it possible,Mr.Goodnow,that we are helpless 
in the face of such insults from insolent French Jesuits, 
and have no redress as American citizens? We asked the 


magistrate if he had examined the man who was said to be

injured. He said he had,and that there was one discolored 
place on his shoulder and another on his side. Our people 
state however,that the Magistrate's examination was on a 
subsequent occasion,and as absolutely no beating was done, 
that these bruises, if bruises there were, were self inflictea 
by "biting" the skin with a cash,-a common pract ice among 
cutee to work up a@ case. We reminded the Official that 
even if it were all true that this man had received injury, 
that mo one but himself was to blame for it,for he had 
deliberately entered our Church property as 2 rioter,and 
vilely cursed our native pastor. We further reminded and 
informed him,that American and Chinese law agreed in 
allowing the forceable and determined ejection of such a 
man, and that if they received injury in resisting,the law, 
not only aerenaea these who rejected them,but further 
punished the rioters. So even to take the case in the 
worst possible sila aaa Catholic members should receive 
punishment,-for if we had no protection against such men, 
none of our people could feel safe in his City,either in 


life or property. We told the magistrate however,that in 


order to further show our good intentions in restoring peace, 


that if these Catholics members would apologize, by _— 


off a few firecrackers,for the wrong they had done,that we 


eae Ail 
would compel our members to apologize in like manner,for 
the wrong the Catholies said they did,-and so end the 
trouble; but the poor magistrate is frightened to the verge 
of desperation, But now we feel even this should be 
withdrawn. In order further to show you the animus of this 
matter,it is only necessary to state that the priest has 
demanded the arrest of eleven of our members,while we can 
prove that of the number only four were even present. 


At last,the priest said to the magistrate that if he 


would take the fist man on the list and punish him,that he 


would be satisfied,and not only drop the matter,but would 

put his man,who was injured,out of his Church,as he 
acknowledged that he was a bad man ! The Magistrate told 
Mr.Newman and myself this, Now we can prove that this first 
man was not present at the disturbance at all Our people 
there are terrorized,and when we left the last time,some 

of them got down on their knees,and with tears besought us 

to stay and protect them. It seems to us,Mr.Goodnow,that 

we have gone to the utmost that could,with reason,be demanded 
Of us,to settle this case; and that now,the case should be 


declared closed; and if not,that vigorous measures be 


Sdopted to give us protection against such outrage in our

chureh property,and the rioters severely punished, It also 
geems to us that the magistrate lost his case on two 
occas ions; ~I, when he sent these rioters fo the priest,this 
making it a foreign affair: 2 -when he refused our members 
trial after summoning us to appear,as you ean verify by his 
enclosed letter. It would seem also that that the priest 
lost his case when he ignored us; and also refused to comply 
with the Magistrate's request to allow his members to 
appear for trial,after the Magistrate appointed the date. 

This case has already cost me $60-,besides all the 
waste of time,etc.,and it would seem there should be redress 
somewnere.

Mr. Tsai with twenty five other members of your Church went 
and claim at the Sub-Prefect’s Yamen,they only ery the 
false accusation of our members having broken Mr.Tsai's 


house furniture. Now how many other very serious charges 


have they afterwards found out? I do not understand.

On account of any charges against our members,or your 
members,I again venture to say to you unless we place the 
case in the hands of sincere witnesses having no personal 
part in the affair,viz:-the honorable and principal men 
and authorities in the City,it is my opinion that we hardly 
may come to any equitable arrangement. 

Finally,as the affair,in spite of me,has been sent to 
Nganking,and myself I could not to inform my Superior in 
Ngank ing, now before taking any decision,I1 ought to wait for 
the return of the Neanking reply. It shall certainly come 
after one or two days. 

God Almighty may give us a quick,peaceful and suitable 
settlement of this affair!

Ten days ago I sent yeu a communication regarding 
a case with the Cathelics,which has developed inte rather 
serious propertions,~-at Seo Sung Hsien in the Prevince 
ef An-whie, I write to state further that the Catholics 
imagine that the have lest a great de“l of "face* in this 
matter so far,because they have demanded and threatened 
so much,that new in some way or other they must save their 
"face*, by their demands being granted, 

I wish to relate the fellewing te show you te 
what lengths these French Jesuits will go te preve their 
point if pessible. Some days ago I was at Hankow on some 


matter of business with the American Censul,Mr. Wilcex, 


when the head priest at Nganking came in and wanted to 


discuss the See Sung case: Mr. Wilcox informed him that 
the matter was in your hands,and that he now had nothing 


further te do with the case. This priest,however, insisted 
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on talking about the case in the mest insulting way,until 
Mr. Wileex told him there was no use in discussing the 
ease there further and especially in that way,fer nething 
but disagreements would eccur. 

Among ether remarable statements,he made the 
follewing:-. "This man whe was beaten is in a mest pit table * 
"condition, I went te see him,and the blood was coming eut * 
"eof his eyes and ears,and he was vomiting blood besides, 
"His bedy is alse cevered with bruises and his bowels are "* 
"hanging dewn by rupture. I very much deubt whether the 
"man can recever. I think myself he will die." 

New Mr. Goodnew,what are the facts ? Let me 
relate them. when we, (Mr. Newman and myself) were at Seo 


Sung,the Magistrate told us that he had seen a red scratch 


on the man’s shoulder,and a red spot on his side,but that 


now the man was fully recevered, That was before this 


head priest fren Nganking had gene te See Sung,which he 


told Mr.Wileex and myself was about eight days before that 


day. This priest came te See Sung two or titree days after 


Mr.Newman and myself left See Sune. Yet this priest told 
us that that was the cendition ef the man when he left 


See Sung,a few days before,for he had seen him himself.

I do not anticipate any 
general outbreak in the Yangtse Valley, unless the 
trouble in the North is proionged and the insurgents 
victorious against foreign troops. And yet, Chinkiang, 
being at the junction of the Grand Canal and the 
Yingtee River, is always more or less disorderly 
and has a rough population willing to take advan- 
tage of trouble elsewhere and the weakness of the 


central government to break out ig rioting for the 


sake of loot. At Hankow, also, there has been some 


trouble between the ‘Belgians. builiding railway and 


zy. 


the natives, At Shanghai, there is the usual rough 


population incident to a large city and great 
shipping, As I have said formerly there seems to be 


no ‘anti foreign feeling hereabouts. But the conditions 
set ‘forth as Prevailing at the three places make an 
uneasy feeling ‘among ‘the ‘guselenees. 
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the lack of oliabetian tis British gunboat Bsk, a very 
small craft, is the only armed boat I know of betwea n 
here and Ichang. There is a Japanese gunboat here. 

The U.S.S. Castine is here under repair at a dock 

5 miles below the centre of town, I have asked the :! 
Captain to have her, towed up to an anchorage 

opposite the Citywhile the repairs are being 
completed. This he has promised to do. The Castine 
could land at a pinch about 60 men, This is all 


the foreign protection for the foreigners in the 
Yangtee Valleyst the present +ime. 


As for Chinese official protestion,- that 
appears to us as a myth. No official will take 
responsibility if he can avoid it. Neither will 
he even notice trouble unless it is so pressed on 
his attention that he will incur more exbense and 
loss of face by letting it alone than by attehding 
to it. The Chinese drilled regular soldiers are a 
farce. I saw a drill of about 1000 regulars at 
Sungkiang a short time ago. Part were armed with 
old rifles,more dangerous to the holder than to 
any one else. Part had spears 3 0 feet long. 
Orders were given by tap of drum and in a reguiar 
succession, When I came of the parade ground with 


my camera , all the officers left the drill..to 


look at the camera; but the drill went on steadily. 


Instead of firing and thus wasting powder, each man 
when the order was given to fire shouted at the top 
of his voice. Can you wonder that we do not rely on 
the Chinese army in this region as giving us any 
protection? 

We should have one gunboat at Nanking or 
patrolling the River between Nanking and Hankow. We 
should have one gunboat here, sending it to Chinkiang

The Bnglish Consul-General now tells me that 


the Viceroy Liu offered the Bnglish Government through 
him joint occupation of these places. On the other 
hand J. ©. Perguson, an American who is in the 
Chinese Government emplipy and is foreign advistr 
here to the Viceroy, assures me that the Brelish 
Gonsui-General at that time told the Chinese 
authorities that the Ailied fleets of all Nations 
except Engiand had arranged to seize the Woosung 
forts at a given time and asked the Taotai if he 
did not wish the Bnglish.to land and take joint 
control of these places inorder that the other 
Wations might not seize them.

We desire to inform Their Excellencies that .the 
Admirals of the Allied FPliests at Taku have proclaimed 
that they only fight against the Boxers and those 
who strive to prevent the rescue of the foreigners 
in danger at pexing and other places. We desire 
you to assure Their Bxceésicicies that eur Governments 
have had no intention and now have no liutention, either 
indiMidually or codiectiveiy to take ny] hostile 
action or land any hostile force in the Yangtse 
Valley, so long as Their Bxcellencies are able to, 
and i maintain the rights of ine foreigners in their 
Provinces as provided for in the Treaties with the 
@overnment of China.” 

This was agreed to by all the freaty Consuls 
here and signed by the Senior Gonsul. I wired you 
on June 26th as follows, 

"Viceroys Nanking Hankow guarantee to-day by 
Special deputies, peace Yangtse Valley, we guaranteeing 


non-interference while they maintain peace. American 


Association telegram to-day reflects opinion here". 
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Since this meeting the Vieoroys and the Governors 
of these Provinces have been very active in aking 
precautions against trouble and preparing to meet it 
should it Aig In almost all of the cities and 
villages of the Yangtse Valley proclamations have 
been posted by the proper Chinese authorities commanding 
the peace and that foreign rights must be acknowledged 
and foreigners and their property protected, My 
reports from the missionaries in the smaller cities 
of tnis district now are the most encouraging character.

The news from Peking in the first part of this 
telegram as in all my other telesrams comes from 

Yung Im through the Governor of Shantung to the 
representative of the Viceroys here. With reference 

to the latter part of the telegram, it will be 
recollected that Liu Kun-yi is the Viceroy at Nanking; 
is 77 years old; has been a Viceroy for 35 years; is 
the leader of the Hunanese, the Bost wariike of 

the prov inciais in Central China; and that he went 

to Peking last March at the command of the Eepress 
Dowager and told her that her nenetionary policy 
meant the. ruin of China.In spite of this and of 

his active antaconism to Prince Tuam, Kane Yi, and the 
other leaders of the reactionaries, Liu was too 
strong to be dismissed and S80 was allowed to return 
to Nanking. While in Peking he broveht to his way 

of thinking Yung Im, who is the nephew of the Enpress 
and who ghen was generalissimo of the Chinese Armies. 
Then Was av:anged the League of the Viceroys of 
Central and Southern China and the Liberais in 


Peking to resist

the anti-foreign faction in the palace. Since then, 
Yung Im has been the mouth péece of the Liberal 
coalgtion, Liu Ken-yi has been more friendly to the 
Americans than to any other foreigners, and on July 
Sra, sent his private English speaking Secretary to 
me with the messare which I have summarized in this 
telezram, He said that the Vadceroy feared that the 
insane folly of prince Tuan and his party would lead 
to the partition of the Bmpire. we mecognized that 
the only nation which from history could be depended 
Eat not to grab territory is the United States, 
Bngliand had nivehay made to him propositions for joint 
control or certain forts and arsenals which indicated 
to him their purpose to control the Yangtse Valley. 
His only purpose, the Viceroy claims, in opposing 
prince Tuan at the present time is to maintain the 
inte, rity of China in the way which seems to him 

the best calculated to that end. He therefore 

urges that president MeKinley will assume the lead 

in the aéttlements which must come out of the rnresent 
troubies as he did in negotiations leading to the 
"Open Door” agreement. The Viceroy recognizes the 
fact that there must be a complete reformation of 

the present modes of governing China and that the 
Government at least for the immediate future must 

be under the protec tiem he and @irection of the powers. 
We says his aid and that of the other Viceroys will 
be heartily given to whatever pian along these lines 
is adopted by the Powers.

Telegram from H.B.Chang,Viceroy of Hukwang- 


To H.E.Taotai Yu,- July 2cd,.1900, 

Having learned that the German Minister has been 
hardly offended by the rebels,we are extremely sorry and 
compassioned, It is not known if the other Ministers are 
safe. If some Poreign Delegate arrives from Peking,you 
must send immediately to him some of your officers to ask 
him to appoint a day to receive you in order you will 
present him our condolences and hommages, and to offer him 
to come and reside in Nanking for some time. If he will 
not accept it you must then ask him to stay at Shanghai 
for some time,and let him know that we have received an 
Imperial Seeren otatine the following:- 

It is as difficult to pacify the rebels as it is to 
fight them,because so many people,soldiers,Dukes and 
Princes,who have attempted it have succumbed under their 
hands. That is the reason only why I have not the means 
of stopping them. At present all the Legations at Peking 
are in great danger,but I will do all my efforts to protect 
them. A telegram of the great secretary Yung-lu states 
the following:- 

*" That he has seven times addressed the Emperor 
" verbally,but all his efforts have excited the people 
*" very much,who have hindered him by riot.* 

You should bring it to the knowledge of the Consuls 
in order they may see clearly that the troubles came from

It must be, however, no'ed 
that the Government was never unwilling 
to send commands to the troops to 
vigorously suppress these anarchists and 
rebel populace, but owing to their near 
proximity, as it were under our very elbows, 
it followed tliat, if severe repressive 
measures were ordered, we would not be 
able to protect the Leyations with us and 
a great calamity would at once ensue. 
‘There were also fears that the rebol 
populace of both Chihli and Shantung 
would rise together at ‘this crisis and 
unite in masacring all missionaries and 
converts within those provinces and leave 
‘none alive.

T Every indication both of speech and action are ie 
that the great Viceroys are thoroughly bent on 
maintaining the integrity of China.

‘made up their minds that the Government must de 
thoroughly reformed (and, incidentally, reformed 
with their friends on top) and while they are not 
detuconidihe to foreigners they are also fully awar- 
and are taking advantage of the Public opinion 
and nat ional feeling which has been created in China 
by the Telegraph and the printing press.

In order that the system mirht work 
smoothiy in its Foutine matters, and also to provide 
that none of the revenue should he sent to peking at 
the present time, Viceroy Liu Kan-yi as Superintendant 
of Southern Trade, ona asked to name in conjunction 
with the Consuls Mr, Taylor to temporarily represent 
Hart for the carrying on of the routine work under 
the supervision of the Treaty Consuls and Liu Kun-yi 
This he has done and within the next few days rules 
will be formulated for this work,

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nor could they give sufficient aid to the Viceroys 
should an attacM from the Boxers from the worth 
argouse an insurrection in the Valley. And yet 
more English war ships in the iver would create 
serious trouble. The presence of two Aherican war 
ships would help the situation and not make trouble. 
We still have many nationals scat‘ered through the 
Valley. For various reasons they have not yet 
come to the Sea coast, They need and should have 
our protection. Hankow is the head of navigation 

\ from here and is a most important centre. The entire 

NJ province of Hunan and the nrov ince of Szechuan with 

its important centre of Chungking find their outlet 

through Hankow. Chinkiang on the other hand is 
at the junction of the Grand Canal and the vartse 

River; is a@lways a disorderly place; and would be 

the natural outlet for the Northern Boxers to the 


river, 


Nanking only a few miles up the river would 


be the first point of attack as the ancient caritol 


and as Lin Kun-yi'ts city. It seems to me that we 


could well afford to have war ships at these places. 


Pursuant to my request , Consul McWade urged 
upon Li Hung-chang to siiandys in Canton as we greatly 
fear an out break there after his departure. To-day 
however Mr. MeWade wires me that LA has gone North 

to act as Viceroy of Chihli to which post he has 

been appointed by the Government . Query? If the 
‘eperor and Empress Dowager are prisoners of prince 
Tuan as Yune-lu wired on the 27th, has Li Hung-chang 
been bought over to the Tuan regime by the appointment

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I have wired Consul: Wilcox and acting Consul 
tewis that they should have Americans come from out 
ports to protected places, This they are doing to 
the best of their ability; but it must be remembered 
that some men in Consul Wilcox's district are a six 
weeks journey from wankow., Some missionaries from 
Shantung are also retreating on Hankow and it will 
be several weeks before that district will be 
thoroughly emptied of Americans. 

Consul Martin was here several days last week 
and reported that then only two Americans were left 
in his district. 

Consuls Johnson and Gracey some days aro ordered 


all their missionaries to come in from the out 


Mations and report no difficulty nor dancer at 


present in their districts. In this district we 
still have missionaries at Ningpo, Soochow and 
Hangchow. At these places the Chinese authorities 
are apparently using everv endeavor to protect 
foreigners and are succeeding. Only men, however, 
are still at these stations. 

Gn July third Rear-Admiral Kempff wrote from 
Taku identical letters to mysalf and Commander Bowman 
of the Castine survesting that all non-combatants 
be ordered out of Shanghai, As Americans are only 
ten per cent of the population of Shanghai such an 
order to be effective would have to be joined in by 
the ether Powers, Also we do not anticipate danger 


at this point. Also such an order would create a 


panic which would precipitate the dan:er we hope 
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I therefore wrote Admiral Kempff that | though such 

an order inadvisable at the present time. Commander 
Bowman followed my argument in his answer to the 
Admiral, To-day Captain Bowman received a telegram 
from Admiral telling the Commander to use his discretior 
about carrying out the suggestion. As the place is 

not under Martial law, I will use the best of my 
discretion about advice to my Nationals in my district. 

All the Treaty Consuls have united in a prohibition 
of the sale of arms and nition to the Chinese 
except under special permit. This is aimed largely 
at some irresponsibie German firms who are selling 
arms to any one who has the price. 

Much excitement has been caused among foreigners 
and natives by reckless statements and untruthful 
telegrams published in local papers. I think a 
Press Censorship will be established to-morrow for 
iocal papers, There is only one American paper. It 


is printed in Chinese and the owner expresses his 


entire willingness to come under the regulation

(A SUGGESTION.)

As there is no central government in China now, which the foreign Powers can depend on, to 
observe Treaties, and as the present government in Peking has again plunged China into war by a secret 
conspiracy which has been going on for two years to drive out all foreigners, which is now openly being 
attempted in Peking and Chihli province, the foreign Powers are compelled to offer their aid to form a new 
Joint Central Cabinet which shall be able to give permanent peace and prosperity to Chinese and foreigners 


alike. 
1.—Let a Joint Cabinet be formed consisting of one half foreigners and one half Chinese. 


li.—Let those foreign nations which will furnish 10,000 troops and upwards to keep order in China (ur the 


equivalent of 10,000 troops) be entitled to have two men each represented in this new China Cal inet. 


IlI.—Let the Viceroys and Governors of China nominate an «qual number of Chinese (say +2 statesmen each) 
in whom they have the fullest confidence, so that these with the foreign members shall furm the New 
China Cabinet. 


1V.—Let the chief duties of this Cabinet be— 


1. To preserve the lives and property of all residents in Cliina, both native and foreign. 
2. To preserve the integrity of the Chinese Empire. 


3. To rule China, not in the interest of any one nation, nor any group of nations, but in the interest of 


all nations alike without any distinction whatever. 


V.—Let the new Cabinet act in perfect independence of the direct control of any foreign Government, as direct 
control has been proved in Egypt, Crete and Samoa impracticable. 


Vi.—Let there be also formed at the same time a Supreme Court of all nations whose duty shall be to settle 
any international difficulty that may arise out of this joint government, Ly just decisions instead of 
by the brute force of arms. 


Vil —Meanwhile let the Viceroys and Governors be asked to keep order in their respective provinces and 
cease from sending troops to the aid of Peking, which only uses these troops to attack foreigners and 
to violate all their solemn pledges and Treaties. 


Noite.—It is believed that the chief reason of the wide spread anti-foreign feeling is because the Chinese fear 
the division of their illustrious empire against which they naturally rise everywhere. If the foreign 
Powers reject this mistaken idea of partition then the chief strength of the corrupt and treacherous 
central Government will be gone and few will be willing to defend it, especially if the Emperor 
Kwangsu is still alive. If he is not, the Joint Cabinet surely can govern better than the violent 


regents of the past.

Mr Estreverkhew, 
cut up very rewugh, because in answer te the questien why I 
car at sent my wife on beard steamer,! said that "1 did 
met censider ther: was any necessity",and when he ebse-ved 
we wight have te clear eut within 5 days,!I replied,I did 
met think there was any danger ef that. 

I seem net te have meni iened that the force of the 
cemmunity velunteers has been amalgamated with the Custems. 
feree, beth being under Mr-Aecting Cemmissiener Bewra. On 
the afterneen Of the I4th, ene eof the Japanese Lieutenant - 
Commanders with twe attendants rede seme distance dewn inte 
the mative eity,where they were met by seme Chinese seldieus, 
whe advised them te return and escerted them back te the 
fereign quarter. Hearing ef this the Taetai sent a note te 
Mr.Tanabe reper ing thei ineident,and advising that fer the 
present,ne fereicners,whet ier merchants er ethers sheuld 
visit the native quarter. 

Hereupen Mr.TAnmabe wrete asking the Taetai te eall at 
his Censulate yesterday te make the acquaintance ef the twe

He naturally 
was much alarmed. ésre.Pasabe and Pulferd went te see the 
Russian Censul and had, @the former told me) a very unpleasant 
visit. Meantime the Taetai finding the way ne eame(and 
always comes) blecked,returned by a gap left in a barricade 
in anether street. I knew nething of this till the evening 
as I was lying dewn all the afterneen and(in the absence of 


the elergyman) teek the 5 O'eleek service in Church, 


Ceming en the Bund between 6 & 7,I found considerable 


indignatien ameng the residents,at the Taetai being stepped 
at the barrier,and an idea that an apelegy eught te be sent 
te him.

| have to note the gradually increasing seriousness 

of the situation. The fact that telegrams from the 
orth are so evidently untrue and that they are 
vouched for by Shen Tajen who is Li Hung Chang's 

son in law and Director General of Railways and 
telegraph and who has been the special representative 
of Li Hung Chang at this place casts grave suspicion 
on the Bona fide of the viceroys of Central and 

South china. It has been constantiy reported to me 
by Consul Wilcox at Hankow that the solciers of 

Chang Chi-tung have made themselves very annoying 

te all foreigners by their insulting rudeness. We 

do know also that the Yangtse Viceroys have increased 
their forces and immensely strengthened their 
fortifications. They have maintained to us that 

this was in fear of an attack from the North from 
Prince Juan's forces and also as a safeguard 

aceainst any attempt by a foreign nation to seize the 
valley. WNever~the-less this military was" ited 
arouses the greatest suspicion. Than eG increased 


by the fact that the Viceroy at Nanking is old and 


sick and that Ghang Chi-tung himself expresses doubt

about his abtlity to control his troops and says that 


he fears assa#inat ion for himself. For this reason 


on July 20th I wired Consuls “artin, Wilcox and vewis 
"Advise women Children come down” which all have 
done. Yesterday I received a letter from “onsul 
Wilcox that he expect d to leave "ankow for this 
point last night or to-day, I at once wired him that 
he should obtain your pormission by wire before 
leaving. Practically all the missionaries and other 
Americans from the districts of Con:uls Martin and 
Wilcox are now here or in Japan. As yet none have 
reached this place from Chungking. From Consul 
Gracey's district all have left or are ieaving this 
week. vrom Consul Johnson's district the missionaries 
were called in from the outports by the Consul some 
time ago. the foreigners have practically ail left 
Canton and the West river as soon as 7.1 Yung “hang 
left canton, In this district we have one man in 
Soochow, four people in Mangchow one or two in 
Washing. Very few have left Ningpo. 

The operations in the North have been told among 
the Chinese as a general reverse -to the foreigners. 
This is creating more and more unrest among the 
soldiery and the people of the entire country. The 
uncertain#gty of the telesraph to the “orth has resulted 
in the determination of the joint cable SO to lay 
a eis Taku. of which I notified the Admiral on 
‘July 2ist.
